Eisenhower swept into Texas 
today on his 62nd birthday, 
calling the Truman adminis- 
tration a "weak-kneed and

Openly appealing for Dixie sup- 


port, the GOP presidential nom 
inee ripped into the Truman lead- 
ership as being "power hungry"—* 
"powermongers"—"reckless driv- 
ers"—and "discredited;" 


He packed these harsh words in- 


to a speech prepared for delivery 
at Houston, Tex., as the follow up 
to his hard-hitting states', rights 
speech in New Orleans Monday 
night. 


Supports States 


In that speech he again support- 


ed state ownership of the rich 
tidelands oil deposits — and he 
spoke of the. encroachment of fed' 
eral government on the-rights of 
the states. 


Roaring thousands; in New Or- 


leans greeted .this assault on the 
administration, giving him a wel- 
oonte. at-least as greaf—and maojr 
thought-greater-Milan that 'given to 
Democratio. presidential candidate 
AdUU Stevenson last Friday. 


In .hit. Houston speech, Eisen- 


hower praised Texas Atty. Gen. 
Price Daniel, Democratic senator- 
ial nominee, for his "valiant' de- 
fense of the 'rights of 'your state 
in its own tidelands."

He asserted that unless the peo- 


ple guard their states' rights "an 
all-powerful Washington bureau 
cracy will rob us one by one of 
the whole bundle of our liberties. 


He said there had been disloy- 


alty and subversion in high places. 
And he added: "Why have we had 
these things? Because we have had 
leadership that was weak-kneed 
and soft-headed." 


Fourth Trip 


This was the general's fourth 


thrust into Dixie. 


He came to New Orleans from 


a quick swing into Wyoming and 
Oklahoma, arriving in New Or- 
leans in the early evening. Approx 
imately 2,000 persons were on 
hand when he landed at Moisant 
International Airport.

of present farm homes reveals 
some, undesirable characteristics 
that you .can avoid when you plan 
your new farm home or remodeling 
job. 


First, for example, many farm 


homes now are tall and narrow 
enough to crowd, onto a 60-foot lot. 
Yet actually space .is seldom a re- 
striction 'on-farmsteads; 
usually 


there is plenty of room to spread 
out. 


Then, too, the front door often 


opens toward the public road and 
Is seldom used by either the fam- 
ily or visitors. Porches may cover 
all sides of the house, but only the 
one at the rear door serves any 
useful purpose. 


Farmers have always had more 


things to store than anyone else, 
and yet many older homes do not 
have even one closet. 


Natural Advantages Missed 


Like many older houses in town, 


farm homes often miss the natural 
advantages of heat and light from 
the sun in the living areas of the 
house. And seldom are bedrooms 
located to take advantage of cool 
southwest summer breezes. 


A. recent study of what farm 


families believe they want and 
need shows that two out of three 
now prefer a one-story house. Elec- 
tricity on the farm has brought 
with it forced central heating sys- 
tems that permit adequate heating" 
of low, one-story houses. 


• Farm families desire basements 
more than town families because 
they need more storage space and 
basements are relatively inexpens- 
ive to build on the farm.

Inflamed Veins Is Most 
Troublesome of Diseases 


Y EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 
One of the most 
troublesome 


diseases Is Inflammation of the 
lining of the veins, or phlebitis. 
Mrs. B., for example, write* that 
she has had phlebitis for five 
months as a result of an operation 
and is quite discouraged. Unfor- 
tunately, many others nave snared 
the same experience. 


In addition to being an occa- 


sional complication following an 
operation, almost any aught injury 
may bring on phlebitis. 


It seems likely that neither in- 


jury nor an operation are the sole 
causes of the phlebitis, but they do 
weaken the veins so that they be- 
come more susceptible to infection 
from germs which are passing 
through them anyway. 


Phlebitis itself is serious and un- 


pleasant enough, but the inflam- 
mation also increases the chances 
of blood clots forming inside the 
veins. When the- latter complica- 
tion occurs, it is known as throm- 
bo-phlebltis, or phlebothrombosis 
—both of which are heard to pro- 
nounce but mean approximately 
the same thing. 


The treatment of phlebitis or 


thrombophlebitis (when it is acute) 
includes complete rest in bed, 
raising of the leg if it is the leg 
which is involved) and the applica- 
tion of heat which may be either 
moist heat or radiant heat from a 
lamp. 


When the acute inflammation 


subsides the most important prob- 
lem of treatment is to prevent 
swelling or edema. Elastic band- 
ages are particularly helpful under 
these circumstances. Proper appli- 
cation of the bandages is impor- 
tant. 


Phlebitis, or 
thrombophlebitis, 


are hard to cure entirely and tend 
to come back. The inflamed vein 
or veins may have to be removed 
by surgery if they are near the 
surface. Also, thorough search for 
sources of infection in the teeth, 
tonsils, and elsewhere la usually 
desirable. 


Treatments 
with 
X-rays 
or 


small doses of one of the sulfa 
drugs may be helpful. Thrombo- 
phlebitis or phlebitis are often 
gainful, especially at first, so that 
other drugs may be needed to re- 
lieve the discomfort. 
BETTER METHODS COMING 


Better methods for the pre- 


vention of these conditions and im- 
proved treatments are being con- 
stantly developed. Some conditions 
may be prevented by insisting on 
early rising or mild exercise soon 
after an operation, so that the 
blood in the veins does not have 
a chance to stagnate. 


There are also some drugs which 


lelp to prevent blood clotting and 
hese are often useful. Both phle- 
bitis and thrombophlebitis are so 
difficult to cure once they have 
started that anything which will 
prevent them is particularly worth- 
while. As these measures alto fur- 
ther improved phlebitis will be- 
come less and less common.

SEATTLE-«ft-A great popula- 


tion shift to the West and South 
has created the major 
problem 


confronting the Lutheran 
church 


in this country, clerics and lay- 
men of America's largest Luther- 
an, groups reported today. 


"We're finding it hard to keep 


up with them." said the Rev. 
Charles G. Tusing, Pulaski, Va.. 
at the 18th biennial convention of 
the United Lutheran 
Church in 


America. 


"Unless the church gets into an 


area at the same time the people 
do, those who were active in their 
home congregations do not- nor- 
mally take their place in the re- 
ligious life of the new community 
into which they move."

The convention voted Monday to 


increase pensions of pastors and 
their widows by 80 per cent if 
congregations double their contri- 
butions to the pension fund from 
4 to 8 'per cent. 


A report on "mixed" marriages 


of Lutherans and 
non-Lutherans 


brought the recommendation by 
the board of-'soclal 'missions that 
their pastor* "extend education 
and counseling service" -rather 
than require both parties 'to a 
marriage to join the Lutheran 
church.
